NAN PATERSON 


FACES JURY ON 
MURDER CHARGE 


Plorodora Actress Is Pathetic Fig- 
ure as She Faces the Jury 
Which Is to Decide Whether 
She Killed Cesar Younge. 


SHE IS CONFIDENT HER 
TESTIMONY WILL PREVAIL 


Verdict Means Life or Death to 
This Girl, Who Has Seen Life 
Contrasts and Maintains She 
Will Tell “Simple Truth.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—After more than 
five months in the Tombs prison awaiting 
trial on a charge of murder, Nan Patter- 
son, the alleged slayer of Cesar Young, 
faced a jury in the criminal branch of th 
Supreme court today. 

Delay, first from one cause and then frai.. 
another,: has been a prominent feature in 
the case ever since Miss Pattersop was 
taken into custody after the tragic death 
of Young in a cab in which he and the 
young woman were driving to a pier, where 
Young was to take a steamer for Europe. 

In anticipation of the beginnine of the 
trial, the court was crowded with spec- 
tatorse when Justice Vernon M. Davis took 
his seit on the bench. There was only a 
slight delay before it was announced that 
everything for the opening of the trial was 
in readiness. 

Miss Patterson. dressed in black, was 
brought in by prison attendants and took 
a seat by her counsel, Abraham Levy and 
Danicl O'Reiliy. Her father, J. Randolph 
Patterson of Washington, had a seat with- 
in the bar inclosure. The work of selecting 
a jury from a special panel of 100 dalesmen 
was begun at once. 

The ex@mination of each taleeman was 
conducted with extreme thoroughness and 
one man, who apparently had passed al) 
the requirements, was turned away by the 
defense when he said, in answer to a ques- 
tion, that he had friendly feelings toward 
District Attorney Jerome. 

Elwood Hendricks. a broker, was the first 
man to answer all the questions to the 
satisfaction of both the prosecution and the 
defense. 

The verdict, 
the prisoner. 
from the electric chair 
through a verdict of ‘‘not guilty. 

No matter which decision these twelve 
men arrive at Nam Patterson will have 
passed through an ordeal such as comes 
to few in a lifetime. To wear handsome 
gowns, to face andiences of thousands ap- 
plauding wildly while you sing: 
“Tell me, pretty maiden, are 

more at home like you?” 
to. live in luxury, to have everything that 
your heart can desire. to know the life of 
upper Broadway after the Ngehts are burn- 
ing. and to be the toast of small-hour 
suppers, with champagne flowing freely— 
that is one side of the picture. 

The other side is six months spent be- 
hind prison bars, with the bare hardness 
of a cell; the rigorous discipline of a prison. 
and finally to stand before a stern-faced 
judge and 12 solemn-faced men while a 
blue-coated official drones forth: 

“Nan Patterson, you are accused of the 
willful murder of Cesar Young. How say 
you, guilty or not guilty?” 

For two or three hours yesterday and 
the day before the prisoner sat in confer- 
ence with her lawyers, Abraham Levy, 
Henry W. Unger and Daniel O'Reilly, in 
one of the dining rooms of the Tombs, 
going over for the last time and perfecting 
the details of the story she wishes the 12 
men to belleve, and which she thinks they 
will believe, and which she and her counsel 
say wlll acquit her of the charge of mur- 
der. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Levy a 
Post-Dispatch reporter was permitted to be 
present during a short period of the last 
conference. Much has been sald and writ- 
ten of the wonderful beauty and attract- 
tweneas of thie young girl, and pages of the 
Sunday newspapers have been devoted to 
telling how, suddenly shorn of the luxury 
of her former Hfe, she has pined and faded 
Iike a hothouse flower suddenly abandoned 
to the chilling blasts of a back yard.

RUSSIANS BLOW 


UP HASTOROPNY 
AU FOIL JAPS 


Torepdo Boat Destroyer Escapes 
From, Port Arthur in Snow- 
storm, Runs Into Chefoo With 
Dispatches and Is Destroyed. 


FEARED JAPANESE 
WOULD GET HER 


Passage Through the Guarding 
Fleet of the Beleaguered Port 
Was Made With Ease by the 
Speedy Little Craft. 


16.—The Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer, Rastoropny. which ran the 
Japanese blockade in’'a snowstorm from 
Port Arthur last night and arrived here 

‘rly this morning. bas been blown up to 

event the Japanese from cutting her out, 
4s they did the Ryshiteini. 

The Russians, with the exception of one 
man, left the destroyer during the after- 
noon. This last man lft fuses and blew 
up the vessel. 

There were three dull explosions which 
were scarcely discernible a hundred yards 
from the place where they occurred. Al- 
most simultanously the Rastoropny sunk 
and settled on the bottom. A battle spa! 
marks her grave. 

Prior to the destruction of the destroye 
the taotal had officially notified the Jap 
anese consul that her disarmament hai 
becn completed, the breechblock and am 
munition having been removed and the mu 
chinery disabhéd. 

During the afternoon the Russtan consi 
officially notified the taotai that the 4 
stroyer had been driven toward QChefoo b 
a heavy sea and that it had been decided 1 
disarm her because her machinery hac 
been disabled, This is looked on in some 
quarters here as the throwing of a trans- 
purent veil over the purpose of the vessel's 
visit. 

Small charges of ordinary powder, placed 
in each of the five watertight compart- 
ments, were exploded. 

Customs Officer Koenig was on board the 
destroyer and the Russians experienced 
consiierable difficulty in getting him off 
witnuut arousing his suspicions. The de- 
stroyer's cutter, manned by two men, was 
lying near, and the official was persuaded 
to take a ride around the Rastoropny in 
order that he might see the injuries she 
was alleged to have received. No sooner 
had the customs officer stepped into the 
cutter than a petty officer drew his watch 
and urged the rowers to make all speed 
away. 

When the destroyer had gone down the 
official was taken on shore. 

The Japanese consul says the Russians 
wasted their vessel, as the Ryeshitelni in- 
cident would not have been repeated. 

The commander of the Rastoropny, Capt. 
Pelem, in an interview on his adventurous 
vovage, said: @ 

“I left Port Arthur at midnight in a 
blinding snowstorm. The boat was navi- 
guted through all the dangers of floating 
mines without a mishap. On reaching the 
open sea we saw a Japanese cruiser and 
some torpedo boats in the distance, but we 
were steaming rapidly through the storm 
with light €xtinguished and passed them 
unnoticed, We reached Chefoo without 
mishap of any kind. 

Commander Pelem added 
stroyer’s object was.simply to carry dis- 
paiches. The other Russian ships remained 
at Port Arthur. 

The Rastoropny, being one of the fastest 
of the Russian vessels, soon outdistanced 
her pursuers and entered Chefoo with a 
music box playing a sprightly air and the 
Savory odor of a breakfast steak appar- 
ently testifying to the fact that Port Ar 
thur still enjoys fresh meat. 

The destroyer sped in like an arrow 

6:50 a. m.,-and anchored a few hundred 
yards abaft the United States cruiser New 
Orleans, flagship of Rear-Admiral Folger. 
cammander of the crulser squadron of the 
Asiatic fleet. The Chinese cruiser Hal 
Yung raised steam within twenty minutes 
and came close to the Rastoropny. Capt. 
Ching of the Hai Yung boarded her and 
held a brief conference ~with Commander 
Pelem. 

Ensign Wainwright, 
ger's Aid. boarded the Rastoropny imme- 
diately, but he and Capt. Ching were not 
invited to enter the Rastoropny's cabin, 
although a blizzard was cutting their faces. 

Capt. Ching notified Commander Pelem 
that 24 hours was the limft of the time he 
could remain armed at Chefoo, after which 
the Rastoropny would be compelled to 
disarm. While delivering this ultimatum. 
the Russian sailors, who seemed to be 
healthy and cere free, continued greasing 
the torpedo tubes, which were loaded. 

Following the conference with Capt. 
Ching, the Rastoropny was moved further 
in, to the old anchorage of the torpedo 
boat destroyer Ryeshitelni, where the Rus- 
sian consul boarded the Rastoropny anc 
brought her dispatches ashore. 

The Russian officers are all reticent, but 
they say the condition of Port Arthur Is 
as good as it was two months ago. They 
also deny the report that the Russian 
armored cruiser Bayan has been sunk, 
though they admit that a shell damage: 
four engines, which are being repaired. 

Ruesian cruleers come out of Port Ar- 
thur daily, the battleships remaining in 
the harbor. The overdrawn optimism of

FIREMEN RESCUE 
WOMAN FROM ROOF 


Climbing From Window, She Was 
About to Jump When 
Checked by Cries. 


Mrs. Sadie Williams. who expected to 
start. Wednesday for Milton, Fla., after 
having kept a rooming house for World's 
Fair visitors during the summer and au- 
tumn, has deferred her departure, pending 
the adjustment of the loss she sustained 
by the fire at 2637 and 2639 Olive streét early 
Wednesday morning. 

The fire drew a large crowd and caused 
excitement among the World's Fair hoteis 
and boarding houses in the vicinity, and 
#t bad a dramatic incident in the rescue of 
Mrs. Williams from a position of peril. 

Mrs, Williams had packed and crated all 
of her furniture and other possessions ex- 
cept some bed clothing. She expected to 
have them moved out of the house Wednes- 
day. She was sleeping on a mattress in the 
second floor front room. 

She was awakened, she says, by the 
clanging of gongs as the fire apparatus 
came down the street. Not realizing that 
her own house was on fire she opened the 
door leading into the hall. A blast of 
flames and smoke drove her back and she 
was not even able to close the door. Run- 
ning to a front window she threw it up 
and climbed: out on the roof of the store 
occupying the first floor, which projects 
forward to the sidewalk. 

The firemen and the gathering crowd 
first saw her as she stood in her nightrobe 
on this roof, gesticulating wildly and call- 
ring for help. ‘I‘he firemen called to her not 


to jump. A ladder was quickly placed and 
Policeman Yewell went up the lauder and 
carried her down to the sidewalk... She was 
taken to the house next door. 

‘Ine nre was discovered by Thomas E. 
Gibbons of 2607 Olive street. In his efforts 
to arouse the many persons he supposed 
to be sleeping in the house he sustained a 
severe: injury. 

Without waiting to turn in an alarm he 
threw open the tront door, which was not 
locked, and rushed up to the landing at the 
second story. He encountered 80 much 
heat and smoke there that he was obliged 
to turn back. In doing so his foot caught 
and he fell down the stairs, breaking his 
shoulder. 

The fire started in the rear room on the 
second floor. It burned through the roof 
of this room,.which projects farther to the 
rear than the third floor, and communi- 
cated to the third floor and spread to the 
front of the house and downward, The third 
floor was burned out, and the entire rear 
of the house was damaged. 

The damage to .the building was over 
$1000. Mrs. Williams said Wednesday she 
would not attempt to estimate her loss, 
but stated that it was covered by insurance.

York Commission. 


EXTENSIVE WORK PLANNED. 


Cultures Prepared Will Be For- 
warded to Central Labratory 
for Expert Attention. 


16.—Thirty hospitals 
in various large cities in every section of 
the country, including the City Hospital 
in St. Louls and at least one private hos- 
pital in that city, have promised active 
co-operation in the pneumonia investiga-

tion recently begun by a special commis- 
sion of eminent specialists by direction of 


| the department of health of this city. The 


laboratory investigation will be carried on 
in Boston, Philadelphia, Saranao Lake and 
at three laboratories in this city. Twenty 


thousand cases will be studied in a period 
of six months, which began Nov. 1. 

The “clearing house’ or central labora- 
tory of the investigation will be at the 
headquarters of the department of health 
bere. 

All cultures isolated by the physicians 
working under the commission will be sent 
to this laboratory, where they wil! be in- 
vestigated or compared for identification 
or further classification. 

The value of the data presented to the 
commission will by this means be greatly 
increased, as the same methods and stand- 
| ards will be applied to the study of -all 

cultures, and errors arising from other 
| studies by workers in the eld and without 

the same facilities will be corrected. Hun- 
| dreds of white mice and young rabbits 
. will be required in the course of the in- 
vestigations of the commission. They will 


be inoculated subcutaneously with saliva 
and emulsions of patients, In this way the 


cultures will be isolated. 


There are just an even dozen. portinent 
uestions which the committee will en- 
eavor to answer for the benefit of the 
medical profession. Half of these have 
been referred to the bacteriological commit- 
tee and half to the clinical. They cover the 
entire range of the disease as well as stud- 
ies of the air and dust conditions in public 
and private places.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Three hundred 
men and girls employed in several manu- 
facturing concerns in a five-story building 
on the Bowery were thrown into a panic by 
fire today, but by prompt work on the part 
of the firemeg and the volunteer rescuers 
all were taken out in safety. 

The fire started in the Central Knitting 
Mill on the second floor, prébably from de- 
fective insulation of electrical wires, and 
in a few minutes the flames were sweeping 
up through the halls to the floors above.

The value of a man’s 
work is not measured by spectacular achievements, but by his 
practical contributions to the sum of human happiness, The 
soundness of industrial and commercial conditiong$ are not de- 
termined by the great wealth of a few, but by the equitable 
distribution of wealth among the masses. Mr. Roosevelt has 
opportunity: 

To assure a revision of the tariff in the interest of all the 
people, to the end that the people may be relieved of heavy 
burdens. 

To strike an effective blow at monopoly and thus equalize 
the distribution of wealth, 

To use his great power to put a stop to the control of the 
government by favored combinations of capital and thus perpet- 
uate the government of, for and by the people. 

To hasten the independence of the Philippines and thus, while 
giving liberty to a weak alien people, assume the preservation 
of the principles of free government by consent of the governed 
in the United States. By this act Roosevelt can win for him- 
self a place in history with Lincoln as a great liberator. 

‘The fact that these things were urged by his opponents in the 
fecent campaign would not detract from but would add to the 
credit of doing them. Their accomplishment would do more 
to gain for the President a noble immortality than the greatest 
achievements of an army or navy, and would bring about anoth- 
er era of political good feeling.

Trustees, Are in Washington and 
Are Seeking Confirmation of 
the Recent Report.

WASHINGTON, Nov. %—Cotncident 
with the Marquise Des Montstiers’ repu- 
diation of her former creed, comes the im- 
portant gathering of the hierarchy of the 
Catholic church in America, as trustees 
of the Catholic University in Weshington. 
The trustees are met at the university to- 
day. Two matters of imminent concern 
are, it can safely be said, under consider- 
ation. One is the alleged renunciation of 
the church by its former benefactress; the 
other the bankruptcy of Thomas E. Wag- 
gaman, treasurer of the university and 
signer of a trust deed representing $800,000 
or mor f the funds of this Catholic in- 
stitution 

As to’any connection betwen the Wagga- 
man failure and the repudiation of her 
ohurch by the American marquise, the 
church @ignitaries are loath to speak. 

It is about 23 years ago that Mary G. 
Caldwell, daughter of William F. Cald- 
well, who made a fortune In gas houses, 
announced her intention of founding the 
divinity college of the Catholic University. 
The man to whom she then ouWined her 
intention, a solid cditizen ef Washington, 


Sa 
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Refuge for Pope. 

“I regarded the then Mise Caldwell as 
an enthusiast: Her conversation impressed 
meas that of a woman carried away with 
high religious or denominational theories. 
Throughout™ she struck me as possessed 
of the desire to raise in the United States 
a sanctuary for the then beleaguered 
Pope, the head of the Holy Roman Catho- 


lic church, 

‘Much that she then said impressed me 
with the belief that Miss Caldwell felt as- 
sured that very soon the temporal ruler of 
the church would be driven from the Vat- 
ican and that she hoped to be able, by her 
endowment, to start a movement toward a 
home for the papacy in America.” 

The Waggaman family, of which one is 
the now bankrupt treasurer of the Catho- 
lic university, and the Caldwell family 
were neighbors here, when the young 
woman, through the admitted influence of 
neg +4 4 Spalding of Peoria, gave of her 
wealth $300,000 to the establishment of the 
University of the Church. 

In no uncertain tones it is whispered in 
Washington that the etatement of the for- 
mer daughter of the church (is aay pee by 
one who seeks to control the remainder of 
her vast fortune. wei 

“It does not sound like the Mary Caldwell 
of 1881," said one who knew her well in 
those days. Cardinal Gibbons, Bishop 
Keane, Bishop Foley, Bishop Horstmann, 
the Rey. Dr. Stafford of St. Patrick's 
Church, Archbishop Williams of Boston and 
others high in the church were busy pre- 
paring a statement of the affairs of the 
university, to be made public today. 


Miss Caldwell’s _, 
Gift to Church. 


It is estimated in ¢hurch circles that 
about $70,000 of the gift of the marquise is 
embarrassed by the Waggaman collapse. 
She gave outright $300,000 to found the 
hall of divinity cuparing her name), and 
also $50,000 to endow a chair of theology as 
a memorial to her parents, and $10,000 each 
for two schol ips. 

It is said here that the university author- 
ities are awkwardly placed by the action 
of the marquise. They can scarcely retain 
her name on the divinity hall, which is 
her omy but if they retain the endowment. 
nearly $400,000, they cannot well remove 
her name. 

The late Pope conferred on the marquise 
the order of the golden rose in acknowi- 
edgment of her services to the church. 

Prominent members of the Catholic cler- 
gy in Washington express their surprise 
at the announcement from Rome of the 
action of the marquise. In fact, they were 
loath to believe she had formed such a de- 
termination. At the university itself, the 
statement would not be accepted as true, 
but in order to satisfy himself on the sub- 
ject Rector O'Connell cabled Rome for 
information. 

Bishop Spalding of Peoria is in the city 
to attend a meeting of the trustees of the 
universtiy. When asked tf he could as- 
sign any reason for the marquise's action 
he answerd that he could not: that he 
knew her only as a good Catholic, and un- 
til the announcement was made had given 
no thought otherwise.

Robert Hunter and Wife Leave 
Home of Millionaire to Live 
in Tenement. 


SELECT A NEW DISTRICT. 


Both Have Carefully Investigated 
Poorer Districts in Large 
Cities Before Taking Step. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—In pursult of their 
desire to assist the poor and uplift the de- 
praved, Robert Hunter and his wife, the 
daughter of the multi-millionaire, Anson 
Phelps Stokes, nave forsaken their coun- 
try residence in Noroton, Conn., and their 
mansion in Madison avenue for a small 
brick house in Grove street on the lower 
west side. Both have devoted several years 
to work in the slums and were married 
two years ago, while Mr. Hunter, formerly 
of Chicago was in charge of a university 
settlement. 

The decision +o settie in Grove street 
was made after long study of the condl- 
tiong in the lowly quarters of the city. 
Both Mr. Hunter*and his wife have inti- 
mate knowledge of the East Side and for 
a long time they were inclined to make 
their home there. But their investigations 
led them west of Washington Square, and 
in and around Minetta lane they found the 
best demand for the work they had in 
roind. 

For more than two generations this sec- 
tion has been lookéd upon as one of the 
blots on the city. The place never is with- 
out a patrolman, one being detailed ¢s- 
pecially for duty in the street, little more 
than 300 yards in length. Formerly the 
ane was the center of the “red-light dis- 
trict,”’ but since the movement uptown 
the “red lights” Aave disappeared, and in 
their stead came poverty. In the last 
couple of years tenement houses of the ac- 
cepted East Side model have begun to re- 
place the old, old-fashioned brick struc- 
tures, and this has made more pressing: the 
demand for the judicious settlement work.
